Her salary was essential to the comfort of herself and her widowed mother, in 
their modest home. She did not figure in public affairs—in fact had no conspicuity 
whatever until some time last year, when her testimony was taken as to the conduct 
of Postmaster Baumhoff in his reiations with employes of the postoffice. 

She was one of many witnesses, some of whom spoke creditably of the postmaster, 
and some of whom spoke otherwise. 

Not long after the evidence went to Washington allegations came from some mys- 
terious source and carrying reflections on Miss Deyer's character. 

It és charged by Mias Dryer’s friends that those who sought to injure her had 
a certain woman, representing herscif as Miss Dreyer, go before two physicians, 
to whom she made confeasions reflecting on herself and that these physicians’ 
statements of the confessions were embodied in the charges sent to Washington 
egainast Miss Dryer as emanating from Miss Dryer herself. 

Several investigaticns grew out of this wretched mess of scandal, of which the 
Dreyer case was only a small part, and Assistant Fostmaster-General Wynne him- 
self visited St. Louis for a few days. He was followed in February by the chief of 
the United States secret service, J. W. Wiikie, and of the several features of the case 
which he investigated the charge against Anna Dreyer was one. 

Mr. Wilkie discovered one of the most remarkable cases of seeming conspiracy ever 
known. 

Mr. Wilkie’s investigation cleared Miss Dreyer's character completely and 
proved that there was a case of mistaken identity at the least. In other words, that 
the reflection on Miss Dreyer's characte: was based upon the action of another 
woman who had given Miss Dreyer's name as her own. 

This report Col. Wilkie made to Mr. Wynne, frst assistant postmaster-general. 
Yet Mise Dreyer was suspended a month later without charges. 

The Post-Dispatch sent a staff correspondent to Washington to investigate the 
case and to present the evidence. 8

Miss Dreyer was one of the young 
women who preferred charges against 
Postmaster Baumhoff. Her occupation 
in the postoffice was terminated March 
28, 1903, by a letter from the postmastcr 
suspending her indefinitely. 

Miss Dreyer wrote to the postmaster, 
asking to be informed of the charges 
against her. She received no reply. 

In April she wrote First Assistant bine | 
master-General Wynne, asking him to per- 
mit her to know the charges preferred 
against her. 

Miss Dreyer says she received no re-

The ‘civil service commission rules that 
her definite suspension amounts to remov- 
al, yet there is no record in that office of 
her suspenslon- or removal. Under the 
rules of the civil service she is entitled 
to know in writing the charges against 
her. She has not been able to get them. 
The civil service ruling in her case as sup- 
plied by John R. Proctor, president of the 
civil service commission, is as follows: 

No person shall be removed from a competi- 
ive position, except for — cause as will 


and for reasons given in writing, and the per- 
son whose removal is sought shall have notice

and be furnished a copy thereof, and be al- 
lowed a reasonable time for personally answer- 
ing the same writing; but no examination 


of witnesses nor any trial or hearing shall be 
regaired, except at the diseretion of the officer 
making the removal. py such reasons, 
notice and answer, and of the order of re- 
moval shall be made a part of the records of 
the proper department or office, as shall also 
the reasons for any cha rank or com- 
pensation, and the commission shall upon re- 
quest be furnished with copies of the origi- 
pals thereof. 

Any person in the executive civil service who 
shall willfully violate any of the provisions of 
the civil service act or of these rules shall 
be removed from the service.

Col. Wilkie is not in Washington. He 18 
on a secret mission.

Meantime an anteroom usher was hover- 
ing about the desk eager to announce an- 
other visitor, and I was politely bowed out 
and advised to call on the postmaster-gen- 
eral. 
The postmaster-general occuples an of- 
fice as large as a St. Louis house of six 
rooms. He is guarded by a score of gov- 
ernment servants. The walls are covere: 
with portraits of distinguished former post- 
master-generals, and in the middle of 3 
vast floor of red carpet is the chief's desk 
Postmaster-General Payne listened wearily 
to what I had to say about Miss Dreyer's 
case. Then he said, smoothly and smil- 
ingly: 
“Absolutely, I refuse to discuss the mat- 
ter. All the papers in the case are in the 
hands of the President now.“ 
“Have charges been made against Miss 
Dreyer, and may I see them?“ 
“If the President wishes you to see them, 
yes. He had the papers in the case.“

LOEB WOULDN’T CONSIDER. 
The outer room of the west wing of the 
White House was crowded when I got 
there. Cadets from West Point, innwmera-

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“UNTED STATES 


WILL VIRTUAL! 
OWN PANAMA 


The New Treaty Providing for the 
Ship Canal Will Bé Much More in 
Our Interests Than Was the ee- 
ment Which Colombia Declined to 
Ratify. 


COLOMBIA CAN DO NOTHING 
BEYOND MAKING,A PROTEST 


Morgan May Make a Fight in the 
Senate, but the Administration Ex- 
pects That the Battle Will Be 
Short and End in Its Victory.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.—As soon as in- 
formed that it had been recognized by 
this government the Republic of Pana- 
ma appointed a diplomatic agent for the 
United States and he will enter into ne- 
gotiations for a canal treaty at once. 

In amounts and terms of payment the 
new treaty will be a duplicate of the Hay- 
Herran convention, but it will differ from 
that agreement in several essential fea- 
tures. 

The administration will insist that the 
United States be given such absolute au- 
thority and unquestioned sovereignty over 
the cana' strip that it will be to all in- 
aents and purposes, if not in name, Ameri- 
Can soil. 

It will insist that all infractions of law 
in the canal zone must be dealt with by 
American courts instead of mixed tribu- 
nals as was contemplated in the treaty 
with Colombia. It is probable that the 
treaty will provide for an actual transfer 
of ownership of the canal strip. 

Assurances have been given that Panama 
will cheerfully accede to all of the new 
conditions imposed. The President believes 
the treaty negotiations can be concluded 
in a week or two, as the diplomatic agent 
can be authorized by cable to sign it. 
Any delay after that, the President be- 
lieves, will be attributable to the extent 
of the opposition which Mr. Morgan may 
develop in the Senate. Mr. Roosevelt has 
strong hopes that there will be no long 
fight in the Senate.

CANAL NEGOTIATIONS. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.~—-When the fight

New Ordinance Makes No Provision 
for Visits of City Officers 
to Dairies 


The proposed new milk ordinance, drawn 
by attorneys for the dairymen’s associa- 
tions, was introduced into the House of 
Delegates by Delegate Daniel Meehan, and 
will come up in the regular order for 
consideration. 

The city chemist is ignored under the 
new ordinance, and the supervision of the 
milk inspectors is given to the health com- 
missioner. Five additional inspectors are 
provided for, but they are restricted from 
visiting places where milk is on sale ex- 
cept at “reasonable hours, and no ref- 
erence is made to visits to dairies. The 
use of coloring matter is not prohibited 
in the new ordinance. 

A bill creating the office of inspector of 
excavations, with a olerk_and 48 inspect- 
ors, was introduced by Delegate McCar- 
thy, to take up the duties now performed 
by a clerk and an indefinite force of in- 
spectors. 

Many owners of Thirteenth street prop- 
erty were at the sessions of the Council 
and House of Delegates to protest against 
the final passage of the bill vacating that 
street from Cherokee street to Broadway 
for the use of the hemp Brewery switches, 
but were assured that they would be given 
a hearing. 

A motion of Councilman H. N. Davis pre- 
vailed in the Council, to reconsider the 
vote on the Terminal bill and table it, in 
order that the bill might go to the House 
at once.

“within a reasonable time and upon rea- 
sonable terms’’ to conelude a treaty with 
the United States of Colombia. 

Friends of the Nicaragua route have 
never lost hope that the complications 
in Panama would be such as to exhaust 
the “reasonable time” within which the 
President was authorized to negotiate 
with Colombia. It has even been alleged 
some of the original concessionaires of 
the Nicaragua route have united with 
the transcontinental railroad lobby in 
purchasing the opposition of the Bogota 
government. However that may be, 
there is no doubt at all of the fact that 
the Nicaragua promoters will certainly 
seize upon the results of a successful 
revolution in Panama to advance their 
own interests. If a new nation is es- 


tablished there it will manifestly be 
impossible for the President, under the 
strict letter of the statute, to acquire a 
strip of land from, and make negotia- 
tions with, the United States of Colom- 
bia. Conditions will be such, therefore, 
as to render it impossible for him to do 
what he was directed to do “within a 
reasonable time,” and hence the Nica- 
raugua people are already preparing to 
demand that the President shall accept 
the alternative and open final negotia- 
tions with Nicaragua and Costa Rica. 

If the question at issue was only that of 
maki a 8 the President would have 
authority to do that under his general 
diplomatic powers. In the case of a canal 
treaty. however, there are involved large 
payments of money, and provision for these 
must necessarily be made 7 a statute of 
law having its origin in the House of Rep- 
representatives. The Senate cannot treat 
this matter by itself, and special author- 
ity to the President to make a payment to 
the Panama ca company will lapse 
entirely acording to the strict letter of 
the statute of 1 the moment the revolu- 
tion at Panama becomes an accomplished 
fact. Recognition of a new government by 
the Unit States will necessarily be a 
declaration that the United States of Co- 
lombia is no longer able to give a 2 
title to the strip of land necessary for th 
building of the canal. 

New legislation by Congress will become 
indispensable if the revolution is success- 
ful, and this will open up the whole ques- 
tion once more. A straight fight will have 
to be made then as between Panama and 
Nicaragua, and a proper kind of bill will 
have to be pass through both houses 
of Congress. This will complicate the sit- 
uation to a remarkable degree, and it will 
at least put an end to all hopes of a quiet 
and uneventful session. 

As the new statute will have to originate 
in the House of Representatives, where 
there never was any too much friendliness 
toward the Panama project. a serious fight 
can be easily precipitated, and if the 
railroad lobby is as successful as it has 
been in the past, it may be able to confuse 
matters some, so as to put off the building 
of the canal for still another period of 
time.

will recognize the independence of the 
new state, Cable inquiries are now proceed- 
ing to secure the s no assurance re- 
quested. The French consul at Panama 
cabled yesterday that Panama would as- 
sume Colombia's former treaty und le- 
gal obligations. ls ig considered by the 
officials here as making actically cer- 
tain the intentions of the new state 
towards French property rights, but in or- 
der to remove the slightest question of 
doubt a definite declaration from the new 
rest is awaited.

KELLEY AND LEE 


SCHEMED 10 MAKE 
GHEAT RICHES 


While These Worthies Were Paid 
Agents of the Baking Powder Trust 
They Planned to Create Another 
Combination, Taking In Price as a 
Side Partner. 


REMARKABLE LETTER SENT 
BY KELLEY TO LEE IN 1900 


Interesting Features of the Alum 
Story Let Out in Correspondence 
Now in the Possession of the Cir- 
cuit Clerk at Jefferson City—Tips 
From Kelley to Lee. 


By a Post-Dispatch Staff Correspondent. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo.. Nov. 7.—The 
public has heard a great deal about the 
famous letters which former Lieutenant- 
Governor John A. Lee wrote to D. J. Kel- 
ley, the legislative agent of the Baking 
Powder Trust. Lee thought Kelley de- 
Stroyed all of this correspondence, and, 
while the Baking Powder people rested un- 
der a similar impression in regard to let- 
ters written to Lee, the facts came out in 
the deposition of Kelley taken at Montreal, 
Canada Oct. 2 last. 

This deposition was taken at the instance 
of the defense, but was not Introduced at 
the Farris trial, and the Post-Dispatch is 
able to present now for the first time these 
interesting features of the case. 

In direct examination Kelley testified 
that he had not met Farris until Decem- 
ber, 1901, and that he was never identified 
with him in any legislative deal. Cross- 
examined by Assistant Attorney-General 


Jeffries Kelley refused to answer all ques- 


tions relative to the check for $8500, which 
he is alleged to have sent Lee to defeat 
the alum repeal bill. 

“State, Mr. Kelley, your reason for 
changing your address?’ asked Mr. Jef- 
fries. 

“Charges were preferred against me in 
Missouri by John A. Lee and knowing that 
in the present excited condition of public 
feeling in that state I could not receive a 
fair and impartial] trial, I came to this 
city to avoid arrest on those charges of

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BULLET AND BLOW 
IN POOLROOM WAR 


Mayor Coyle of Madison Strikes Twice 
at Rev. J. D. Reynolds During 
Argument on the Street. 


WIRE STRINGERS FIRED UPON 


Citizen Held in Jail Without Bond— 
Law and Enforcement League 
Carries Fight Into Court 


Rev. J. D. Reynolds, pastor of the Pres- 
byterian Church of Madison, III., and 
Mayor Patrick Coyle quarreled over the 
poolroom question yesterday, and the mayor 
twice struck the preacher. 

The affair is the outgrowth of the bitter 
fight between the Law and Bnforcement 
League of Madison, of Which Rev. Rey- 
nolds is president, and the poolroom people, 
who have resumed operations in Madison 
since the closing of the St. Louis race- 
tracks. 

The meeting between mayor and preacher 
followed close on the heels of a shooting 
incident, as a result of which Hank Mett- 
lan, a resident of Madison, is in jail with- 
out bond, charged with firing two shots 
at the employes of the local electric light 
plant, who were stringing wires to the 
poolroom in front of Mettlan's house. 

Rev. Reynolds states that last year the 
fight of the Law and Enforcement 
League against the poolrooms was car- 
ried to the courts, where it now resta 
pending decision. He says the citizens 
of Madison became incensed when they 
saw the same troubles resumed this sea- 
son, and from 1000 to 2000 gamblers 
daily invading the town. 

Mettlan was especially bitter against 
the poolroom people and twice warned 
the lighting company not to put wires 
to the poolroom in front of his prem- 
ises. When the company persisted Mett- 
lan got out his shotgun and fired twice 
at the employes of the company. No 
one was injured. 

Later in the afternoon, Rev. Reynolds 
and Mayor Coyle met on the street and 
talked of the shooting episode and ihe cir- 
cumstances of the invasion of the gambling 
element. 

The mayor became excited, and when con- 
tradicted by Rev. Reynolds, struck at him. 
Rev. Reynolds dodged the blow and con- 
tinued his argument, when, to his uston- 
lishment, the mayor came back with an- 
other hard sewing, which missed. 

The preacher seized the mayor's arm and, 
after remonstrances, succeeded in calming 
the trate official. The Law and Enforce- 
ment League insists that it will put the 
poolroom out of existence. A restraining 
injunction is now in the hands of the state 
courts.

Attendants at Shaw’s Garden Rush 
Into Burning Hot Houses and 
Carry Out Rare Plants. 


BEAUTIFUL ORCHIDS RUINED 


Flames Spread From Boiler House to 
Propagating Rooms and Ruin 
Treasured Botanical Specimens. 


Fire originating from an overheated fur- 
mace pipe in the boiler house at Shaw's 
Garden partially destroyed four large hot- 
houses and a large number of rare plants 
early Saturday morning. 

Many other plants were saved by the 
work of the attendants who, with as much 
fearlessness and devotion as though they 
were carrying human beings from the 
flames, rushed through the smoke and fire 
and water into the houses and carried 
their budding treasures out of danger. 

The fire started sometime between 5710 
o'clock, when Stevens, the night fireman, 
left the boiler room, and 5:40 o’clock, when 
Osburghaus, the gatekeeper at the entrance 
at the end of Shenandoah avenue, was 
awakened by a passing letter carrier who 
told him of the fire. 

The letter carrier, with the key furnished 
by Osburghaus, turned in an alarm from 
the nearest box, while a motorman ran his 
car at full speed to the engine house at 
1219 Old Manchester read and shouted an 
alarm. 

When Osburghaus reached the scene of 
the fire, the boiler house, the fire had at- 
tacked the end of the propagating house of 
the orchid department, the East Indian or- 
chid house, the Mexican house and the 
cactus house, all of which converge at the 
boiler house. 

The woodwork was burning fiercely, and 
Osburghaus wept as, peering through the 
smoke, he saw the leaves curling and the 
blooms fadihg in the heat. 

Supt. Irish and a score of attendants 
were soon on hand, and they rushed into 
the burning houses to rescue those of the 
plants that they could reach. They lifted 
the pote and boxes with as much care as 
though they had been lifting sleeping men 
and women from their cots, and staggered 
beneath their loads to the fresh air. 

Each of the men made a least a dozen 
dashes into the buildings before the fir 
was subdued. 

The monetary damage to the houses and 
plants is only about $1000, but the actual 
damage in the loss of rare plants that 
it will require dozens of years to replace 
is inestimable. 

— 41 the best known of the injured 
plants is the “Fish palm, or Martinevia 
Caryotafalia, which, brought from New 
Grenada, Spain, 18 or 2 years ago by 
Henry Shaw, has been the delight of flori.
